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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant continues to argue that Tso does 
not teach the limitations of the claim. The Examiner maintains the views previously put forth in the Final Rejection mailed 12 May 2005. 
Further, the Examiner points out that Tso discloses an intermediary device that performs the transcoding or "processing" as recited in the 
claim. "RFC 1521" discusses "RFC 822 hosts" or as well known in the art as "mail server" or "mail transfer agent" which also operates as 
an intermediary device between a sender of email and a reciever. As shown in the Final Rejection, Tso discloses wherein the intermediary 
device transcodes or "processes" data coming into the device based on "data type specific preferences" and "custom rules or programs 
for filtering/transcoding/processing data". Therefore, the "deleting" or "storing" of data based on the incoming data is performed AT the 
intermediary based on these preferences or rules BEFORE the transfer of data between computers (see also column 2, lines 9-18) . In 
view of the disclosures within "RFC 1521" and Tso regarding MIME data and "RFC 1521" specifically regarding MIME data encoded within 
email and "RFC 822 hosts", the combined teachings of these references disclose the claimed invention. 
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
